The  agency  has  activated  its 
Emergency  Operations  System  to  ensure  coordination  among 
its  regions,  laboratories  and  national  program  offices  in 
Washington  DC.  EPA  is  closely  coordinating  with  the 
officials  in  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Utah,  Southern  Ute  Tribe 
and  Navajo  Nation.  EPA  is  taking  the  lead  on  efforts  to 
contain  the  leak  and  flow  from  the  mine  is  now 
controlled.
